The auccessful outcome of 
the Indinn Round Table Con-

_ Churchill quite unrepentant 
for his recent outburst, mis- 
chievously attacking its 
work, He has given an in- - 
terview to a London news- 
paper in which he apparently, 
again secks to damage pro- 
‘apects of goodwill towards 
the scheme in India. 


London, din, 20. 

“Die-hard” views on the Con- 
ference were contained in a 
speech’ at Cheltenham by Sir 
Michael O’Dwyer, former 
Governor of the Punjab, who 
was connected with the Armrit- 
sar incidents, approving General 
Dyer’s action, for which he was 
brought before the Hunter Com- 
mittee. He subsequently won a 
libel action against the author of 
“Gandhi and Anarchy” which 
accused him of atrocities. 


“The Dying Lion.” 


To-day, Sir Michael declared 
that the Conference was sum- 
moned ‘to “divide the skin of the 
dying British lion.” 

It waa significant as 
the willingness of the present 
Government to abandon British 
rule and British responsibility in 
Indin. 

Mr. Winston Chiitchill, interview- 
od, declared that “the eloquent and 
well meant speeches at the close of 
the Conference do not-represent a 
very hire body oof British opine 
fon.” ‘ 

He wasof opinion that a stranger 
would come to the conclusion that 
the British were anxious to wind 
up their connexion with India ag 
soon a8 possible,

“Todo not believe that that is 
what the British nation wishes or 
means.

In consequence of the recent 
letter by Mr. Stanley Baldwin 
insistingg on better atlendances, 
there was practically a full 
House of Commons when Parlia- 
ment reassembled to-day, the 
Conservatives being unusually 
well represented, 

One of the first items on the 
Order Paper concerned the recent 
agreement between China and 
Great Britain for the disposal of 
the, British Roxer Indemnity, and 
after Liberal opposition, the China 
Indemnity Application Bill was 
given © second rending without 0 
division, 

The second reading was moved 
by Mr. Hugh Datton, the Under- 
Secretary for Forcign. Affairs, 
who declared that its provisions 
constituted a great programme of 
mutual benefit to Britain and 
China. 


Scheme's Value. 


It would bring, firstly, increased 
educational . opportunities to 
(China, secondly, increased 
material prosperity to China 
by helping her to bulld up’ a 
grent transport system worthy 
of her natural resources and of 
her = modern state, thirdly. 
incrensed purchasing power and 
productivity to China, as a result 
of which the Chinese market would 
increase in valte, which would bene- 
fit British trade, and lastly, it 
would bring increased orders and 
employment to. the workers in the 
British heavy Industries and en- 
gineering trades, 

‘Mr. Godfrey  Locker-Lampson. 
who held Mr, Dalton's office in the 
Conservative Government, express- 
ed the hope that the House reatia- 
ed the magnitude of the gift: Bri- 
tain was making to Chinn, He 
was of the opinion that the Dill 
should stipulate that Britain ke 
represented on the Board of Trus- 
tees which would deal with a por- 
fion af the money. 


Liberal Critic. 


The Liberal, Mr, George Lambert,

VILLAS CRIME. 


FORMER “BOY” FOUND 
' NOT GUILTY. 


ELOQUENT ‘PLEADING BY HIS 
COUNSEL. 


BENEFIT OF DOUBT. 


The Felix Villas murder trial 
at the Criminal Sessions closed 
this morning, the jury, after re- 
tiring for one minute, finding the 
necused “Not Guilty.” The ver- 
dict followed an eloquent appeal 
by counsel for the defence, 
stressing the improbability that 
a murder would be carried out in 
extension of a quarrel occurring 
two and a half months before. 


Prisoner, telling his story from] 


the witness box, said that he was 
20 years of age ond was a native 
of Shanghai, He was employed 
as house coolie at No, 3, Felix: 
Villans, for three or four monthra, 
after which he went to No. 9, aa 
hourcboy. He worked there until 
the ‘end of September, 1930; when 
he was discharged, 

He explained that decensed was 
recommended by the cook for the 
position of coolic and he (prison- 
er) introduced him to the master. 
On his dismissal, deceased suc- 
ceeded him ag houseboy. 


Fight Denied. 


Speaking of his relationships 
with the other servants st No, 9,° 
prisoner stated thnt during two 
years he had had rows with the 
cook on two or three occasions but 
his relations with deceased were 
friendly. : 

Mr. D'Almada:—You heard it 
given: in evidence yesterday that 
you had had a fight with him at 
No. 9. Is that no?—It In true. 

Was that the only row you had 
had with him?—That was the only 


rfight, but we had had two or three 


quarrels previous to that. 
Prisoner explained that deceas- 
ed’a wife often visited the house 
and she was noisy. . He once told 
her not to come and because of 
that she quarrelled with him. «/ 
He continued that after he left 
No, 9 he was out of work for 20 
days and.stayed, during that time, 
with a friend at No, 7, Peak Road. 
Subsequently he was en ed as a 
temporary ‘substitute No, 24, 
Kennedy Road, and succeeded’ in 
obtaining a permanent post there 
as houseboy. Decensed’s wife was 
then living at No, 28 but she had 
not gone there at his invitation. 
She had done so at the invitation 
of another .boy. Once or twice a 
week he reproached her for making 
a noise, He said that he visited 
No. 9, Felix Villas two or three 
times a month to see his former 
collengues. : 


The Night of the Murder, 


Anawering another question, pri- 
soner said that he last saw deceased 
nt the Kowloon ferry wharf on 
December 6 or 6, and he did_ not 
again go to No, 9 after that date. 
When he left he did not.take any 
keys with him and he did not take 
any keys at any other time, | 
‘Speaking of the night of the 
murder, December 12-13, prisoner 
said that he went to bed between 
nine o'clock and half past in the 
room which he shared with two 
He was.awakened at 
about midnight to partake of somo 
sandwiches, after which he went 
to bed ngain with the others. He 
did not get up again until about 
half past six when he went to the 
Javatory. He wore a shirt, a, pair 
of white trousers with stripes, and 


his shoes, but ho did not wear

CREW JAILED WITHOUT

BIG OPIUM HAUL. 


Thore wan a Police Court srquel 
to the seizure by Revenue Officcra 
yesterday of over 1,200 taela of 
contraband opium on the steam- 
launch Chi Kwong. 


Charging three members of the 
crew with joint, possession of the 
drug, before Mr. Lindsell iat the 
Central Police Court to-day, 
Revenue Officer Grimmitt referred 
to a long watch kept on smugglers, 
who, he alleged, were using the 
Inunch, an ocean-going vessel of 


18 tons, specificinily for the pur-[’ 


pose of bringing opium jfite the 
Colony, 

The Chi Kwong was at one time 
registered at Canton, but trans- 
ferred ita port of registry to Hong- 
kong when it arrived here on 
December 15 last, 


A hint was given that ahe was 
being used for the smuggling of 
opium, and a strict surveilance 
was thereafter kept on the move- 
ments of the vessel. After de- 
toiling how, on one occasion, it 
eluded attention, the Officer stated 
that the Chi Kwong was'intercept- 
ed yesterday off Castlo Peak, on 
{ts return to ‘the Colony from 
Macao, The opium was located in 
the ongine-room. 


* The craft could not be confis- 
cated on’ account of its tonnage, 
but R. O. Grimmitt sald they were 
holding on, to jit, in the event of 
the owners coming forward to 
claim It. , .

Three of the Commissioners, 
favour enforcement with more 
eflicient machinery, two require'a 
more extended test, and another 
demands a Referendum, but all 
agree that there is’a lack of ade- 
quate enforcement, public enforce- 
ment and public observance of 
Prohibition.—Reuter's American

EVOLUTION. 


PROF. SHELLSHEAR'S 
ADDRESS TO ROTARY CLUB. 


Rotarian J. L. Shellshear, Pro- 
fessor of Anatomy at Hongkong 
University, was the apoaker at the 
weekly Rotary Club tin, which 
was held at Messrs. Lane Craw- 
ford’s restaurant yesterday, under 
the chairmanship of Sir William 
Hornell, He delivored an cxtreme- 
ly interesting address on the sub- 
ject of Anatomy, referring to its 
scope, and dealing with St an it 
applied to evolution, 


The Chairman announced that, 
unfortunately, Dame Clare Butt 
and her husband, Mr. Kennerley 
Rumford, had left the Colony on 
board a President ‘boat at noon 
that day, so that they had not beer 
able to be present an guests. A 
letter, recefved from Mr. Kennor- 
ley Rumford, acknowledged thanks 
for the invitation to nttend, and 
deplored the fact that they were 
unable to come. 


In thelr absence, it wan noces- 
aary to find another apeaker, and 
Professor Shelishear had very 
kindly stepped into the breach. 


Educated in Australia, 


Str William, in giving a brief 
account of Professor Shellahear’s 
career, said that he waa educated 
in New South Wales, Australia. 
He qualified at the University of 
Sydney, married young, and went 
into general practice at once. He 
practised aa a general practitioner 
and, until the war, he had taken 
up volunteer work as a hobby, be- 
ing in command of a battery. He 
went to the war aa the Commander 
of a battery, subsequently com- 
manding a brigade. After the war 
he became interested in Anatomy 
in London. 


Professor Shallshear, at the be- 
ginning of hia address, spoke of 
the relationship of Anatomy to oll 
the ordinary subjects of medicine. 
Ife said that one must have. per- 
fect nnatomical knowledge In or- 
der to be » surgean, He went on 
to dent with the subject as applied 
to art and physica. 


Study of Man, 


He continued that one of the 
most interesting aides of Anatomy 
was the study of man himself and 
the study of human behaviour. 
The first point in the study of 


man wag that of immortality. IfJ 


they took the smallest essence of 
life it would multiply. One, of 
itself, would divide into two, and 
ko on, and the problem was whe- 
ther the new plece was younger 
than the piece it originally came 
from. It had been shown, how- 
ever, that even with the smallest 
vasence of life, it had a period of 
babyhood, youth, maturity and 
senility. 


with the study of 
the brnin, the speaker = re- 
ferred to the difference be- 
tween the European and Chinese 
brain. He said that he had stu- 
died some 100 cases or more, and 
he had found that a small gland 
in the neck of a European started 
to dwindle at the age of 20 to 21.

QUESTION OF ROUTINE 
EXAMINED. 


A death enquiry, resumed before 
Mr. Lindscll,, at the Central 
Magistracy, yesterday afternoon, 
was principally concerned with 
straightening out a tangle caused 
by confusing the identity of the 
corpses of two newly-born babies 
at the Morgue, and subsequent 
confusion to police Investigations 
when the discovery was later made 
that) one of. them had been 
atrangJed after birth with a cord. 

A Sanitary coolic stated that he 
recalled being sent one day, two 
months ago, to the Morgue with 
the dend body of a child, picked 
upinthe Public Gardens. He waa 
given two papers by the Interpre- 
ter at the Central Police Station, 
one being a card and tho other 
a poper of the usunl kind accom- 
panying theac bodies. 

He knew the two Mortuary atten- 
dants by sight, but they were both 
absent, and it was an old man. 
who lived at the Mortuary, who 
received the body. Asaisted by 
another coolle, he took the corpse 
out of the dead box and placo {t on 
the slab, with the papers beside tt, 
He had previously taken bodica to 
the Mortuary, but never In hin ex- 
perience had he seen the card tiod 
to the body, 

Ho noticed one other boty al- 
rendy received into tho Mortuary 
before his arrival, this being also 
of a female child. He left the 
corpse he brought In, about two 
feet awny from this other body on 
the slab. p 

Another Sanitary coolic, No, 39, 
declared he did not see any cord 
around the neck of the corpse pick- 
ed up at the Public Gardens. 

Mf. Lindsell: The cord was 
there around the neck, You did not 
sce it possibly. You did not do 
your duty. 

‘At tho Central Police Station, 
continued’ witness, he stood by the 
dead box, waiting for the Inspector 
to view the body, im accordance 
with routine. But no Police OM- 
cer came out. Witness had dealt 
in five or six bodies during his 
ten months of service, he safd, 
and this was the only case he had 
known in which a picce of paper 
was not ticd to the body before 
it was sent to the Mortuary. 

A Police ‘Interproter at the 
Central Polica Station, who was 
on duty on the afternoon of 
November 14, when the body was 
brought in, said that acting on 
Inapector Shaftain's instructions, 
he made put the usual identifica. 
tion card and accompanying memo 
and handed them to the Sanitary 
coolies.

BOMB OUTRAGES IN 
ARGENTINA. 


NUMBER OF FATALITIES ON 
THE RAILWAYS. : 


Buenos Aires, Jan, 20. 

Several persons have been killed 
in three bomb outrages this morn- 
ing on three Argentine railways. 

Two bombs exnloded- simultanc- 
ously at the termini of the Western 
nnd tho Great Southern Railways, 
two being killed and four injured. 

A-third bomb wrecked a suburban 
passenger train on the Central 
Argentine Railway, arid the number 
of deaths is not yet known.

INDIA’S OPPORTUNITY. 


Whilst it has not been possible 
for the Indian Round Table Con- 
ference Yo reach agreement on quite 
honumber of points, in which con- 
nexion the failure of the minorities 
to adjust their differences will be 
widely regretted, it ix coneeded on 
wl) hands that much more has been 
necomplished (han was ever hoped 
for, the words of His 
Majesty the King, a new chapter 
in the-history of India hes opened. 
We have only te recall the fears 
expressed when the Conference first 
opencd ta appreciate all (hat has 
been aceomplished. ‘The position 
then was that whilst the more pro- 
gressive clements in India’s political 
life sought a liberal measure of 
self-government, the attitude of the 
majority of the delegates had not 
become manifest. There were 
doubts whether the Princes would 
consent, to come into any Federnt 
acheme, the reaction of some of the 
British delegates could not be fore- 
told, and even amongst the British 
India representatives there was the 
possibility of carly und vital ob- 
slacles being encountered, Despite 
all the variety of outlook, however, 
there has emergeil a very substan- 
tial mensure of agreement, crowned 
hy a generul recommendation in fa- 
your of an All-India Federation. 
Thus it can be said that the main 
aim af the Conference has been 
achieved: what remains to be done 
is to AN in the details and, most 
important of all, to secure the con- 
sent and goodwill of the Indians 
themselves.

A close reading of the declaration 
of policy monde by Mr. Ramany Muac- 
Donald on behalf of the British 
Government shows the tlterance to 
have been worthy. of the occasion 
und to have reflected the immensity 
of the task now begun, With the 
provisos Inid down concerning sife- 
guards during the transition period, 
the statement is one with which 
none of the British political parties 
should . have the “least quarrel. 
Moreover, sober reflection ought to 


‘convince Indian’ opinion that, whilst 


no foolish sind diigerqus concen: 
sions have been made to extremists, 
the policy enunciated is the best 
possible in the interests: of the In- 
dinns-themsclves. ‘Summed up, the 
Primo Minister's statement can be 
said to amount to acceptance of the 
maximum measure of agreement 
reached by the Conference. Some 
effort fa’ being mado by London 
newspapers to suggest that there is 
a conftict of viewpoint between Mr. 
Ramsay. MacDonald, os the spokes- 
man of the Government, and Lord

Peel.as representing the Conserva- 
tives. An analysis of the two ut- 
tefances does not leave us with this 
impression; rather aro we gratified 
nt what is for all practical purpoacs 
a unanimity of outlook. Both agreo 
that the safeguards during tho 
transition period shall be adequate. 
Lord Peel admittedly stresses the 
necessity that they shall be strictly 
defined, but obviously Mr. Ramsny 
MacDonald, in his repeated Inaist- 
ence on provisos, has the same idea 
in mind. Beyond all, both give the 
Federal scheme their blessing. 

One of the most hopeful aspects 
of the situation is that there is no 
intention on the part of the British 
Government to let mattera rest 
where they arc. Interchanges of 
opinion are to continue both dn 
England and in India. It Ix well 
that this isso, The great essential 
now is to win over that acetion of 
Indian public opinton which from 
the atart has cut itself adrift from 
the Obviously not 
much more can be done until this is 
nccomplished, Many weeks ago, 
the Prime Minister, In referring 
to he Hindu-Moslem split, 
told the delegates quite plainly 
that it was no good atarting the 
working of an Indian Constitution 
and asking any outside authority 
to acttle one of the cssential condi- 
tlona of its successful working. 
‘The matter, he added, was one that

The record says that 
he stood over her and rebuked the 
fever, and it left her, Of course 
this does not mean that he talked 
to the fever 1s to a person, but he 
challenged the claim of fever, He 
denied its reality; he rebuked the 
bellef of fever entertained by the 
woman and ‘those around her. «Then: 
please observe what happened—im- 
mediately “she arose, and minister- 
ed unto them,” thus indicating 
clearly that she no longer feared 
the disense; that she no longer be- 
lieved that it had any power over 
her. and that she was free. 

i Conclusion. 

But some may complain of the

‘LONDON COMMENTS 
_ON CONFERENCE. - 


MORE ACHIEVED THAN 
ANTICIPATED. - 


London, Jan. 20, 


- “Great as is the volume of patient 
thought and careful work still to 
be done, you haye opencd a new 
chapter inthe history of India” 
These words in the King's message 
at the termination of the Indian 
Round Table Conference yesterday 
(n full account of which is given 
elscwhere in this fasuc). aro Te- 
echoed by the morning papers, all 
of which agree that for’ good or 
for ill the Conference has probably 
achleved . more thon ever its 
authors anticipated, particularly in 
its recommendation for an All- 
India Federation, which . weighty: 
authoritics Hke the Simon Com: 
mission and ‘the Government ‘of 
India’s despatch did not regard 
with ony greater hope than that 
it was a remote {deal. a 
I nevertheless, tho next pages will 
bo written slowly and laboriously 
in India, where an enormous body 
of public opinion which was unre- 
presented at the Round Tablo re- 
maina to be converted. . 

The Times foreshadows that the 
Indian delegates to the Conference 
will be hampered at the outnet by 
ridicule and abuse and fanatica) 
violence, but is of tho opinion that 
it will be their task ‘to convince 
their countrymen that the up-hill 
road of self-government, which now 
Hes open before them, {s preferable 
to the alippery slopes of revolution. 


Lord Peel Criticised. 


There {a a notable divergence In 
the interpretation of Lord Peel's 
‘Tapecch, as representing the British 
Conservative attitude. The Daily 
Telegraph is of the opinion that the 
difference between Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald's and Lord Peel's utter- 
ances is morely a question of the 
amount of cmphaais laid upon the 
supreme need of caution. : 

The Morning Post, however, de- 
duces that the Con alives “have 
committed themselves to nothing” 
while the News-Chronicle considers 
that Lord Peel “formally repudiated 
the rancorous attacks of the re 
netionaries” and: the Daily Mail 
says that “Lord Pee! apparently 
waa ready to surrender almost 
anything, 

in addition the Morning Post and 
the Daily Mail express flat opposi- 
tion to the projected new Conatitu- 
tion, and the Daily Expresa  re- 
marks that “a Bombay mob called 
the tune and the Round Table Con- 

‘I ference have danced thereto.” 
The remainder of the press gives 
its. blessing, notably the Daily 
| Herald, which declares that there is 
not a split hair's breadth of dif- 
ference between Motilal Nehru’s 
demands Inst summer and Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald's offer to-day.

SILVER: 


THE LATEST AMERICAN 
SUGGESTION. 


r Shanghai, Jan. 20. 

A schemo for stabilising silvor 
which is proposed by an American, 
Mr, Arthur Bassett, who {sa 
director of the Britlah-American 
Tobacco Company, {8 published 
in the weekly journal Finaree 
and Commerce, and is arousing 
conaldernble interost fn com- 
mercial circles, whore deep con- 
cern continucs aver the wido- 
spread and disastrous cffect of 
the silver slump. , 

Mr. Bassctt suggesta that 
America might consent to receive 
part payment of hor war debts in 
silver, at, say, a ratio of two 
ounces of silver ‘to one -dollar 
gold, undor condition that other 
countries support the market, 
when necessary by purchasing 
silver, within specified limits, for 
the Improvement of subsidiary 
coinage. 

It fa claimed that tho effects 
of such o mensuro would be to” 
peg the‘silver price at fifty gold 
conte to the ounce, indefinitely, 
and give America oO store 
ynlue and enable the Amorican 
mines to work profitnbly; besides 
lighten the Chincso Government's 
foreign Joan commitments, and 
double: the purchasing power of 
Far Eastern peoples, thua tond- 
ing greatly to the advantage of 
westarn trade and lessening un- 
employment. . 

If the tendency of silver should 
be to rise nbove fifty cents, 
America could sell and bring back 
quotations. It is unlikely the 
price would remain under: fifty 
cents, in view of the cnormous 
debt payments involved and the 
comparatively amall amount of 
surplus silver available annually. 

Finance and Commerce observes 
that this is a possible solution of 
the debts problem, representing 
little or no cost to America, and 
might come more within the 
realm of practical politics than 
the cancellation suggestion.—

‘A FAMILY SQUABBLE. 


THREE BROTHERS SUMMONED 
FOR ASSAULT. 


Three -brothers, P. H., Suiz,and 
Daniel da Silva, were summoned be- 
foro Mr. Butters, at the Kowloon 
Maogistracy yesterday afternoon, for 
having .assaulted Mrs. Marin 
Glyceria D’Azevedo in Jordan Road, 
on the night of December 9 and for 
having behaved in” a disorderly 
mnnner:’ with intent to cause a 
breach of the peace. 


Mr. Horaco Lo appeared for the 
complainant. . 

Mr. P. H. da Silva was sald to 
have left the Colony. Mr. Daniel 
da Silva preferred a counter sum- 
mons for nssault against the com- 
plainant. | 

Outlining the facts of the case, 
Mr. Lo said that the complainant 
and the three defendants were re- 
Inted. The first defendant, who 
wns not in court, was the com- 
plainant’s’ son-in-law. The three 
defendants were brothers. 

The complainant, who was very 
frail and 58 years of nye, received 
very brutal treatment at the hands 
of the defendants on the night in 
question, nnd wns subjected to man 
indignities. In so far as the phd 
treatment was concerned, Mr. Lo 
said that he would not say that very 
much force was actually used, but 
owing to the complainant's frailty 
and age, she was confined to bed 
suffering from a sprained arm and 
had to undergo treatment for a 
long while after the incident. . 
The facts relating to the incident 
were that the first defendant was 
married to the — complainant's 
daughter, who died in Shanghai, 
lenving three children by him. 

* |The children were entrusted to the 
enre of the grandmother, the com- 
plainant, even before the death of 
the mother. The father apparent- 
ly did very little for them, apart 
from giving « small amount of 
money for thelr support and main. 
tennnce to the grandmother. When 
the father returned from Shanghai, 
the complainant, hearing of his 
arrival in the Colony, went over to 
Kowloon, to a house in Jordah Road, 
to have an Interview with him. 
The interview turned out to be 
very unsatisfactory. The com- 
plninant sought to get some moncy 
from the father for the maintenance 
of the children, as she herself was 
in very poor circumstances and 
could ill afford’ to look after them. 
But the father was not prepared 
to give any money. ‘As the inter- 
view was at an end, tho com- 
plainant asked the defendant to ac- 
company her to the Star Ferry, as 
it was Inte at night and she did 
not like the iden of going to the 
ferry alone. The defendant scem- 
ed very reluctant to do so, but 
eventually consented. When in the 
wstreet, instead of complying with 
her request, he told her to come 
with him to his parents house, the 
very place she wanted to avoid. As 
she saw that he was determined 
nat’ to accompany her, she caught 
hold of him by his arm and insist- 
ed that he should come with her. 
The second and third defendants 
then appeared and the three of them 
dragged the complainant to their

PORTHOS 11th May. children, who was with ‘her, sound- 

ie ed-2 police Whistle but no help ar- 
rived, and they succeeded in 
dragging her to the house.

A PLEA FOR PEACE 
AT GENEVA. 


MR. HENDERSON .& TALK 
OF COMING WAR, 


Geneva, Jan, 20. 


Opening the public session of 
the Council of the League, Mr. 
Arthur Henderson urged a bold 
appronch to the problem, of dis- 
armament. All members of the 
League ought to combat tho talk 
of the risk of war by every means 
in their power, and show the 
world that they rendunced war, 
also the spirit whereby war was 
caused, and were prepared pro- 
grossively to renounce Armaments. 
An effective scheme of armament 
reduction was an essential con- 
dition for the future welfare of 
the peoples. 


German View. 


Dr, Curtius said the Preparatory 
Commisesion’s report represented

representative there was unsble 
to agree with the majority on some 
essential points.

VACCINATION ORDER. 


A warning to the public that in- 
fants must be vaccinated within 
aix montha of birth and that a cer- 
tIficate of successful vaccination 
must be forwarded to the authori- 
ties, was lasued by the Sanitary 
Department this morning by the 
medium of prosecutions of parents 
failing to comply with the require- 
ments of the Ordinance. 

Mr, B! C.K. Hawkins, in 
capacity as Ansistant Head of the 
Sanitary Department, brought 
fifteen kummonses Againat Chincse 
at the Contrnl Police Court this 
morning. In two instances he 
asked leave to withdraw. 

Mr. Hawkins told’ Mr, Williams 
that nll the defendants were per- 
sonally warned by sanitary Inspec- 
tora in December and since some 
of them had taken’ flight. 

When the first summons wis 
mentioned, the defendant produc- 
ed n document certifying that his 
child had been vaccinated, 

Mr, Hawking said thot the cer- 
tiflente had not been forwarded to 
his department. For the snke of 
elarity he had only taken out one 
summons aguinst each person 
wherets he could have taken out 
three, certainly one for failure to 
send the certificates to the Sant- 
tary Department within seven 
days, He was not, however, going 
to press for fines in the present 
inutances, 

Mr, Hawking drew attention to 
the amount ‘of work entailed in 
having to warn people who neg 
lected to forward the certificates 
to the suthorities, 

When informed of the trouble 
be had put the Sanitary Depart- 
ment to in not sending in his cer- 
tificate, the defendant plended 
that he was not aware that he was 
required to do so, 

The defendant was cautioned. 

In the second case, the mother 
aaid that the infant was born nt 
the end of the.11th moon last year 
and taken to Canton where it was 
vaccinated, before they returned 
tu Hongkong. 

Mr. Hawkins:—I am afraid [ 
cannot accept that. There is no 
certificate. I shall require proof. 
If she (defendant) is willing to 
take the child to. a public dis- 
pensary she can have it vaccinated 
free of charyze. ‘ 

The defendant agreed and Mr. 
Hawking asked his Worship if he 
would make an order to that effect. 

No Power to Order. 

Mr. Williams did not think he 
had the power to make: such , an 
order. He could not order anybody 
to be vaccinated if they did not 
wish to. All he had power to do 
was to fine them if they did not. 

When the next case was called, 
defendant produced a certificate 
which Mr. Hawkins accepted, al- 
though he suid that the child had 
been vaccinated rather Tate. He 


‘said that what he wanted brought 


out was that he was taking the 
summonses more or Jeds in the light 
of a warning but if he continued 
to appear before the Court he 
would ask for fines to be imposed 
later on. : 

The plen of a fourth man was 
that his child was born in the 
Tung Wah Hospital where it was 
vaccinated. He was not given oa 
certificate, 

Mr. Hawkins said that he did not 
think there would be any record to 
that effect in the: Hospital. A child 
would probably be removed before 
the doctor could see Whether the 
vaccinition was successful or not, 

Mr. Hawking asked asked that 
the father be requested: to have 
the child vaceinated at a public 
dispepsary, N 

The defendant replicd that the 
child Was re-vaccinated only 
week but he did not yet know 
whether it was successful or not. 
He had to see the doctor again on 
Saturday, 

His Worship instructed him to 
produce the certifiente immediately 
he_ received it from the doctor. 

The defendant asked what would 
happen if the vaccination proved 
unsuccessful, . 

Mr. Hawkins ‘said defendant 
could get a certificate from the 
doctor to that effect. If he pro- 
duced that at the Sanitary De- 


partment offiecs he, (Mr. Hawking) [ 


would give him the necessary in- 
structions to see the Medical Officer 
of Health, : eke

‘GOLD MINE SCHEME. 


* Nanking, Jan. 20. 

Nanking official circles’ points 
out thnt no offlein! negotiations with 
the United States Government have 
taken place in connexion with the 
suggested silver loan. 

It is sald that one of the condi- 
tions of the contemplated Ioan fs 
that the Chinese Government should 
agree to purchase American 
machinery and material in con- 
nexion with the conservancy works 
and railway construction, 

The Peking Legation authorities 
are paying much attention te the 
suggested loan, In one quarter it 
Is sald that ff the National Govern- 
ment would devote half of the money 
secured fram the loan to the Im- 
medinte development of the gold 
mines in Szechuan, Tibet, Sinkiang 
und North-Eastern China, — the 
country might be greatly  bene- 
fited. 

Peking officiala say that the 
simultancous development of these 
gold mines will require 500,000 
workers which, would have a bene- 
ficial. effect on the unemployment, 
problem = facing — the National 
Government in connexion with 
disbandment In North China, 

Legation commentators consider 
that if the loan is utilised for 
military purposes by the Nanking 
Government, it) will be most 
detrimental to the welfare of the 
counlry, * 


SOLVING THE GOLD 
PROBLEM. 


AMERICAN CO-OPERATION 
ASSURED. 


WILLING TO HELP. 


Washington, Jan. 20. 

United Statea co-operation in 
the efforts of the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements to solve the 
gold problem are unofficlally 
stated to be assured, 

State ‘Department officials say 
the United States would be 
willing to co:gperate in a plan to 
expedite transfers of gold for the 
purposes of economy. i 

A detailed report is awaited 
from the United States Consulate 
at Basle before a definite plan is 
formulated, 

These: developments follow a 
report from Basle yesterday that 
nt a meeting of the Board of the 
Bank of International Settlements 
it was decided to gather all the 
information passible regarding the 
conditions an which gold is bouht 
by the various Central Banks. 

The Board will ask those Central 
Banks having gold deposits abroad 
to state Whether they are prepared 
to exchinge, them for gold lodged 
in . its strong-room.—Reulers
